This Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181 (a) is submitted 
in response to a Notice of Abandonment mailed on March 21, 2007, for the above-identified 
patent application. The Notice of Abandonment mailed March 21, 2007 stated that Applicants 
had failed to timely file a proper reply to the Office letter mailed on June 27, 2006. This 
response is filed within two months of the mailing date of the Notice of Abandonment and is 
therefore believed to be timely. 

With regard to the Notice of Abandonment, Applicants submit that the Patent Office is in 
error in stating that Applicants failed to timely file a proper reply to the June 27, 2006 Office 
Action. 

The facts supporting Applicants' position are as follows. On December 27, 2006, 
Applicants filed with the United States Patent Office using EFS-Web electronic filing procedure, 
the following documents: (1) a Request for a 3 month extension of time, including authorization 
to debit the requisite fees via EFS-Web; (2) a Notice of Appeal, with authorization to debit the 
requisite fees via EFS-Web; and (3) an Electronic Patent Application Fee Transmittal. A copy of 
each of the above-identified documents, as well as a copy of the Electronic Acknowledgement 



Receipt, showing a Patent Office receipt date of December 27, 2007, are attached hereto. 
Therefore, a Notice of Appeal and Request for Extension of time were timely filed, which 
extended the deadline for filing a response or an Appeal Brief, from December 27, 2007 to 
February 27, 2007. Furthermore, the deadline of February 27, 2007 is extendable according to 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) for up to five additional months, or up to July 27, 2007. It is 
Applicants' intention to file a Request for Continued Examination with a reply that is fully 
responsive to the June 27, 2007 Office Action prior to July 27, 2007, along with the appropriate 
Request for Extension of time and all requisite fees due upon the date of such filing. 
Accordingly, it is submitted that the present application is not currently abandoned, nor should it 
have been abandoned on March 21, 2007. 

It is further noted that in March 2007, just prior to the receipt of the Notice of 
Abandonment by the undersigned, Examiner Xie contacted the undersigned by telephone to 
inquire whether a response to the final Office Action had been filed. The undersigned pointed 
out to the Examiner that a Notice of Appeal had been filed and that a Request for Continued 
Examination was to be filed in due course, with any required further extension of time. The 
Examiner acknowledged that the Notice of Appeal was in the USPTO PAIR system at that time. 

In view of the foregoing facts and the attached supporting documentation. Applicants 
submit that the required reply in response to the June 27, 2006 Office Action, in the form of a 
Notice of Appeal, was timely and properly filed and was received by the United States Patent 
Office. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the holding of 
abandonment for the above-identified patent application, and allow the application to continue in 
prosecution.
